To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Kidwelly  Borough  Council, 

Mr,  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  there  7/ere  no  serious  epidemics 
of  infectious  diseases  in  the  Borough  during  the  year. 

The  unfavourable  population  trend  continued  vvith  the  number  of 
deaths  again  exceeding  that  for  births.  There  were  55  deaths  as 
against  34  births. 

The  birth  and  death  rates  do  not  compare  favourably  with  those 
for  England  and  Wales, 

Infant  still  births  and  maternal  mortality  rates  were  nil  and 
were  very  satisfactory. 

Analysis  of  the  deaths  showed  that:- 

54.55^  were  caused  by  cardio  and  neuro-vascular 
conditions. 

20,Ofo  by  malignaat  growths  and  disease 

16,36^  by  diseases  of  the  respiratory, 

7,27^  of  the  dea,ths  were  due  to  cancer  of  the 
lung  or  bronchus, 

1 new  case  of  tuberculosis  was  notified  during  the  year. 

This  vvas  due  to  non-pulmonary  infection  in  a middle  aged  woman.

HOME  HELP  SERVICE.  The  Home  Help  Service  is  organised  by  the  Carmarthenshire  County 
Council,  The  Home  Helps  are  provided  during  the  laying-in  period  in  maternity  cases 
where  the  patient  has  no  relative  available  to  undertcke  the  domestic  duties  of  the  home, 
and  also  in  certain  cases  of  sickness  or  need.
